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NOTES OF THE WEEK. 


 —---— 
MR. GLADSTONE AND THE ROUMANIAN JEWS, 

That Mr. Gladstone is a sentimentalist we all know. But that he can also 
be at times very illogical is not so generally known. We has, however, just 
furnished a striking proof of illogical reasoning. Mr. Jacob Marks of Bir- 
mingham asked the statesman whether he did not think that the Roumanian 
Jews, who have evinced so much patriotism in the late war, deserved to be 
emancipated. And what was the reply? Nota simple, straightforward yes or 
no, but an involved reply, wherein we are allowed to read between the lines that 
the Jewish claim which it might be expedient to admit could be admitted rather 
as a matter of favour than of right, because—and here the cloven foot peeps 
forth—because Jews in England and elsewhere were known to have sympathised 
with Turkey rather than with Russia. This argument, it will be seen, rests upon 
the principle of the assumed solidarity of the Jews, Jews in England and else- 
where did not desire the success of Roumania in the war ; therefore the Jews of 
Roumania, despite their patriotism, despite the sacrifices made by them for the 
success of the arms of their countrymen, might justly be punished if the 
Roumanian Christians saw fit for the un-Roumanian sentiments of the English 
Jews, although these might be in full harmony with large masses of their 
countrymen, What if we wrested this weapon from the hands of the champion 
of the Bulgarians, and pointed it against his pets? What if we argued: There 
were, undoubtedly, many Christians in England and elsewhere, who, although 
friendly disposed towards the Turkish Christians, yet did not wish for the success 
of the Russian army. To punish these Russo-phobes in England and elsewhere 
the Russians would be justified in withholding the fought-for freedom from the 
Bulgarians. The absurdity of such an argument, if argument it may be called, 
is self-evident. But whercin does it differ from that implied in Mr. Gladstone’s 
answer, except that he applied it to Jews, to condemn whom not even an spology 
of an arguinent, is requisite. The fact is, Mr. Gladstone's judgment gets per- 
veried the moment the pame of Christian is introduced. In his opinion, Chris- 
tianity is endowed with the potentiality of everything that is good and noble. 
A person has only to assume the name of Christian, whatever his Christianity 
may be, and Mr. Gladstone is ready to condone many a vice and many a crime. 
He has not a word of pity for the unfortunate Jews of Kezanlik and other 
places, so cruelly treated by the Bulgarian Christians, and not a word of reproof 
for these robbers and: murderers, for, forsooth, do they not go by the name of 
Christians, while those mutilated, robbed and murdered are only Jews? It is 
just the same with Roumania. He has not a word of sympathy for the unfor- 
tunate Jews of Roumania, cruelly oppressed, down-trodden and outlawed by 
their Christian countrymen, and not a word of censure for them ; for, forsooth, 
are not these violators of all laws of God and all rights of man Christians, while 
those ill-used victims, driven from place to place, rained and flayed mercilessly, 
given over to the caprices and bigotry of the mob, unable to find justice at any 
court of law—are only Jews? Now contrast the conduct of the Western Jews 
charged with being enemies of the Eastern Christians, on the one hand, towards 
these Eastern Christians, and, on the other, of these Eastern Christians towards their 
Jewish fellow-subjects. The Western Jews are well.acquainted with the atrocities 
committed by the Bulgarian Christians upon their Jewish fellow-subjects.. Yet 
they collect money in very considerable sums, and individuals of their race—such 
as, for instance, the generous Baron de Hirsch—are most munificent in their 
gifts. And what are their instructions ‘to those commissioned to relieve the 
misery of the sufferers from the war? To make no religious distinction, but to 
let Jew, Christian and Mahometan share alike their bounty. There may be the 
potentiality of everything that is good and noble in Roumanian and Bulgarian 
Christianity, the same as in Western Christianity. But this potentiality has 
certainly not yet reached the threshold of reality. It is sti!l an embryo in the 
womb of time. It may yet burst upon the world in its splendid actuality. But 
we have to wait for it. But while the actual Bulgarian Christians have been, 
whenever they had an opportunity, outraging Jewish women, robbing, mutilating 
and murdering Jewish men, English and other Western Jews, their supposed 


enemies, have striven to relieve their misery to the best of their abilities. What 


right, therefore, has Mr. Gladstone and his followers to sacrifice Jewish actuality 
to Christian potentiality ? 


SERJEANT SIMON, MLP.. AND THE JEWISH. QUESTION IN THE EAST, 

Serjeant Simon, with that ardent love for his God and his people and that 
strong feeling of philanthropy which mark him, has once more rendered a most 
important service to his race and the cause of humanity. He has been instru- 
mental in eliciting from the Government a promise with regard to the Jews in 
Rioumania and the other Eastern countries affected by the war, which covers the 
whole ground and leaves nuthing to be wished for. They were not empty words 
which were uttered on Tuesday week in the House of Commons by the Chancellor 
of the Exchequer which the next gust of wind may blow away. They are 
pledges given by a ministry of whose humanity the Jewish community is receiving 
constant proofs, and in the name of a people in earnest in everything, and especially 
£0 In matters touchiog civil and religious liberty. The pledge is given in the 
presence of Europe, and will set the example tothe other Western Powers not to 


lag behind England. Indeed, Prince Bismarck, in the reply given by him toa _ 


temorial presented to him in the interest of the Jews of Roumania by a number 
of the largest Jewish communities in Germany, distinctly stated that should the 
Jewish question be raised at the proposed Congress, he would lend his support to 
the cause of right and humanity. We know beforehand what France and Italy 
Will say when appealed to in behalf of the Eastern Jews. And although Count 
Audrassy has not shown himself animated by so powerful a spirit of humanity, 


when Jews are concerned, as the ministers of the Western Powers, yet no opposi- 
tion from him need be feared to any effort that should be made for the ameliora- 
tion of the condition of the Jews in Roumania or any of the other countries 
affected by the war. Opposition from these, when the Jewish question was once 
mooted, was not to be feared. But which Power was to moot it? This was the 
question. We now know which will moot it. And that we know it, for this we 
are indebted to Serjeant Simon? The blessings of the Eastern Jews will, for 


this service to them, be showered down upon his head. He has earned the 


thanks of the Jews of the whole globe. The applause of the liberalism of the 


whole civilised world will be the reward bestowed upon him for this seasonable 
service, 


THE HIBBERT LECTURESHIP., 

‘Lhe announcement that the subject of the Hibbert Lectures this year will be 
religion in general is a novelty which will be hailed with great satisfaction by all 
sincere friends of theological science, Hitherto all lectureships for the promotion 
of religious knowledge or the elucidation of religious subjects were founded in the 
interest of Christianity. Christianity was assumed to be the only true religion, 
and lectureships were founded either to prove its truthfulness in the broadest 
sense or some of its tenets, and able men were selected to institute fresh 
researches in order to establish anew the thesis handed over to them. The 
lecturer in fact, whether a Mansell or some other light of the church, was a 
special pleader. He received a brief from the Trustees of the endowment to 


_ advecate a certain cause to the best of his ability, and received his fee in one 
shape or another. It was not for him to inquire into the truthfulness of the 


thesis. He had simply to find out new arguments in its defence. The results 
were exceedingly elever pleas, the plausibility of which was sometimes so great 
that it even misled able theologians, especially as it was nobody’s interest to 
put in a counter plea, as is the case in law courts. The consequence was, in the 
first place, that religious science was by these lectures not only not elucidated 
but very often obscured, since the lecturer at the bar of public o,inion did not 


- contend for truth but for victory ; and, secondly, that unbiassed scholars when 


sitting down to read such lectures, partook somewhat of the feeling of the judge 
when he takes his place on the bench. He knows that the barrister before him, 
brief in hand, is a special pleader who is engaged for the cause he is about to 
advocate, and who might probably have managed it as ably had he pleaded on 
the other side. It is, therefore, no wonder—marvels of industry, erudition and 
ingenuity as many of these lectures are—that their effects should not have been 
so penetrating and so wide-reaching as the founders of these lectureships no 
doubt expected. It will be different with the Hibbert Lectureship if the 
endowment be used for engaging competent scholars, not to establish 
any special doctrine or to arrive at some foregone conclusion, but to 
investigate the sources of religion in the human mind, to elucidate 
its origin, and to follow it in its development among the human family in 
general, and among the various races in particular, and expound the resclt 
arrived at, whatever it may be, in a series of lectures. Such investigations 
cannot but promote religious science and cannot but inspire confidence. The 
public will receive them just as it would receive analoguous inquiries, say into 
the origin of the esthetical idea in man or his idea of justice, and will estimate 
them at their true value. If such be the object of the Trustees of the Hibbert 
Lectureship, we may one day have a series of lectures on Judaism and its 
development, ‘just as Professor Max Miiller intends this year to discuss the 
religious idea as manifested in Hindooism. We look forward to these lectures 
with great interest, moving as they will on néutral ground. 


ROUMANIAN TRYING HER HAND: AT COBRCION. 
When we lately transferred to our columns from a foreign journal the state- 


ment that the Roumanian Government raised on English goods an exorbitant 


duty by way of revenge on the obstinate islanders who refuse to sacrifice the 
rights of a portion of their fellow-citizens to Roumanian blindness and perversity 
we took it to be a piece of gossip, but, like a myth, not literally true, yet 
characterising Roumanian sentiments. But to our astonishment we now learn 
that it was not a mere gossip, but a fact, to which we had given insertion, 
The Roumanian Government—a Manchester correspondent informs us—actually 
without any notice whatever, raised the customs duties on English goods to 
such a height as to make them all but prohibitive; and it required the inter- 
position of the Foreign Office to obtain a delay of two months, so as to enable 
English merchants to execute existing contracts. How ingenious and how 
persevering Roumanian statesmanship is in‘ contriving devices for accomplish- 


ing its designs. It has actually got the better of the three Chancellors, Andrassy, 


Gortschakoff and Bismarck, and now it tries its hand also on the English Foreign 
Office. But Englishmen, unfortunately, are stubborn. English Foreign Secre- 
tarics, unlike their three Northern colleagues, represent principles and not 
parties. Civil and retigious liberty is now as firmly an established principle in 
England, as is Free Trade or the abolition of the Corn Laws. No party, not 
even its former opponents, would now desire the curtailment of the principle. 
The Foreign Office cannot sacrifice the rights of Englishmen happening to 


| profess Judaism, to the unjust demand of Roumania in the Commercial Treaty 
which she is anxious to conclude with England. What is to be done to break 


this English stubbornness? Roumania now remembers that the English are a 
nation of shopkeepers. Touch them on their most sensitive part—the pocket— 
and we shall see whether they will not be brought to reason. So the ominous 
order for raising the custom duties on English goods is issued. But the 


ingenious Minister, Cogalniceano, who is credited with this device, over- 
looked that in reality he does not punish England but Roumania. Roumania is 


an agricultural and not a manufacturing country. She has as her next door 
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neighbours Russia and Austria, and a few doors off Germany. The latter two 
are decidedly manufacturing countries, quite willing to supply her with all the 
productions of their skill. Why, therefore, does she come to distant England to 
make purchases ? Surely not to confer any obligation on the islanders, but to 
please herself. She finds that, despite distance, she can get from them articles 
she wante of a superior quality and at a cheaper rate than from her neighbours. 
So she comes to England. Now, what will be the consequence of this exor- 
bitant raising of the customs’ duties on English goods? Either the Roumanians 
will want them, and, therefore, will be ready to pay the enhanced price charged, 
in which case not England but they will be mulcted in the excess of the charge. 
Or the duties will prove prohibitive, in which case the Roumanians will have to 
content themselves with inferior articles paid for at a price higher than that de- 
manded before the artificial enhancement of the price took place. Can the Rouma- 
nian government really fancy that great England, which expends scores of millions 
when principles are concerned, and whose mercantile fleets cover all seas, will 
smart under the infliction? This conceit reminds us of nothing so much as the 
fly in the fable, which taking up its seat on the horn of a stately bull, offered to 
move on if the weight was too heavy for him. The difference between the fable 
and the reality, is that in the former, the fly magnanimously offered to move 
out of the way if the burden was too heavy for him, and in the reality the fly 
refuses to move unless bought off. 


EARL RUSSELL AND RELIGIOUS LIBERTY. — 


If there ever was a sincere friend of civil and religious liberty in England, 
it was Lord John, now Earl Rassell. If there was a statesman in this country 
whose services in the cause of civil and religious liberty rose pre-eminently 
above those of all other co-temporaries, it is Earl Russell. There are probably 
not many now alive who witnessed the exertions made and the ultimate triumphs 
achieved by this veteran statesman, but many will still remember his warm 
advocacy, and his efforts year after after to get the Jewish claims to admission 
in Parliament recognised. ‘This was at a period when the greater part of this 
work had already been done. But for the Reform Dill, but for the repeal of 
the Test and Corporation Acts, Jewish emancipation could never have been carried. 
These two great achievements, the works of Lord John Russell, paved the way for 
the other, the first fruits of which were gathered in by Baron Rothschild and the 
late David Salomons. LEarl Russell has indelibiy writien lis naiie in the annals 
of his country. He has left his mark on her history, and whenever the glorious 
principle of civil and religious liberty shall be mentioned, it will involuntarily 
remind us of the name of Lord John Russell. The idea, therefore, of celebrating 
the jubilee of the repeal of the Test and Corporation Acts is an excellent 
one, and all friends of progress in the country ought to join the promoters of 
this movement. The address to be presented to the octogenarian—the noble 
Lord is now in his eighty-sixth year—on the 19th of May next—the anniversary 


of the repeal of these Acts—should be signed by all those who know 
how to valve the inestimable boon which he was instrumental in procufing 
for the country ; and we sincerely trust that the Jewish community will not lag 
behind on this significant occasion. Some of our leading men should join the 
Committee which has taken this matter in hand ; for no other religious body 
has profited so much by the nobie Lord’s achievements as the Jewish, and, in 
fact, for none has he even in his private life evinced such friendly senti- 
ments as the Jews. He may with justice be reckoned among the lovers of 
Israel, and in the history of the Anglo-Jewish community in the nineteenth 
century his name will conspicuously shine forth among those of the band indis- 
solubly associated with their material well-being, their social and intellectual 
advancement, and will remain inscribed for ever in glorious characters on the 
tablets of their grateful hearts. : 


UNIVERSAL ISRAELITISH ALLIANCE, 

The last monthly meeting of the Central Committee was held on February 

20. Events in Turkey principally occupied the attention of the meeting. 
30,000 francs were again asked for Adrianople on January 8th. The number of 
refugees at Constantinople exceeded all expectation. It was increased on Feb. 
lst by the arrival of Jewish fugitives from Bourgos, the Black Sea, and the Sea 
of:Marmora. Clothing, which cost 2,000 francs, was transmitted by the 
Alliance to Zadig Pasha, President of the Ottoman Committee for the Refugees. 
Additional 150 Turkish pounds were voted for non-Israelitish refugees. Messrs. 
Veneziani and Toledo, provided with the necessary funds, repaired to Adrianople 
in order to bring succour to the refugees there, as well as at Philippolis, Tatar- 
Bazardjik, and other places in the neighbourhood. A letter from Smyrna 


announces that 10,000 refugees had arrived, nearly all of them Turks and 


Christians. 
M. Veneziani writes under date January 11th: “I had to interfupt the letter 
which I was writing to you in order to see the Secretary of the English Eiubassy, 
who was commissioned to communicate to me the contents of a despatch received 
by the Ambassador from Mr. Bartell, delegate of Lady Burdett-Coutts, and stating 
that at Tatar-Bazard)ik, there were many Jews waiting on the railway, who could 
not be sent on for want of rolling stock. The telegram asked the ambassador to 
obtain from the authorities covered waggons. Forthwith I went to the office of the 
railway and told them that there were 7,000 fugitives at Tatar-Bazardjik, and 
among them a number of Jewish families ; that at Yambali it was the same; 
that the chiefs of the two stations had informed the directors that they were 
powerless to dominate the invasion of their stations, that as soon as a train was 
made ready it was taken by assault, that even Turkish women stationed them- 
selves on the roofs of the carriages, and that a complete panic reigned.” The 
writer then describes the measures adopted to meet the emergency, and then 
continues : “‘ The influx began the same evening. Fortunately, all preparation 
for it had been made a few days before, and I was thus enabled to face the situa- 
tion. My men watched for the new-comers, and provisionally sheltered them 
in the neighbouring lodging houses. On the morrow they were placed in the 
houses, especially rented for them at Balata and Haskeuni. Having heard that 
the emigratiom from Sofia and Nisch had thrown itself on Salonica, I telegraphed 
to M. Allatini for information. I received the following reply : “Some families 
reviously arrived received succour ; numerous emigrants are now being expected, 
ut on account of the interruption on the railway, they have not yet arrived.” 
The second letter from the same is dated, Constantinople, Janurary 23rd.

Hitherto refugees only 
But to-day the refugees arrive by the Black Sea 
dated. The horror of the situation sur- 
passes every description. You will form an idea froin the following details, 
which I pen hastily. On Friday, January 11th, as I passed the railway station 
I was informed that three trains with refugees had arrived in the night and nine 
in the morning. Not a moment was to be lost. I placed forthwith confidential 
new at the station to receive the Jews, and conduct them toa neighbouring 
odging house, to wait there until it should be possible to procure for them a 
permanent lodging. On the morrow at dawn I went to the station, accompanied 
by my son, brother and the whole auxiliary staff. The weather was frightful. 
Suow which melted as soon as it reached the ground, freezing and penetrating 
to the very marrow, had heen falling all the while. I at once bought up alkthe 
bread and other provisions hawked about inthe streets, and distributed them among 
the poor Jewish refugees. First the children were served, then the women, and 
then all others. The food seemed to restore them to life. This was between 8 
and 9 o'clock in the morning. At 10 o'clock another train was signalled. 
Immediately, every one was at his post. We then witnessed a heartrending sight. 
[magine a train of 28 cattle trucks, all open, in which there are huddled toge- 
ther a number of human forms in the greatest confusion, who seemed to be life- 
less. The train stops. The human freight slowly and with great difficulty 
descend. Paralysed with cold, they can hardly move. The train was forty- 
eight horrs on the road, coming from Philippolis. All this time they were 
exposed to a bitter cold. There were only about 150 Jews among these refugees. 
Nearly all of them were in easy circumstances, who coule provide for themselves, 
Only twenty-five required our care. About 1,500 Jewish refugees had now to 
be provided for. It was done at the expense of Baron de Hirsch. In the even- 
ing a train, consisting of 45 waggons, mostly crowded with women and 
children. Their sufferings must have been. dreadful, for the weather is fright- 
ful. Among these refugees there were eighty Jews, of whom only twenty 
required our aid. This train coming from Adrianople was forty-nine hours on 
the road. Three women perished during the passage from cold. Having giving 
the necessary instructions to my men, I went home for a little warmth and rest, 
of which I stood greatly in need. At five o'clock in the morning two other 
trains arrived. Many of the passengers were sick, and two of them deed. There 
were but few Jews among them. I continue my distributions in the name of 
the Baron de Hirsch. At two and four o'clock ffesh trains. Fresh distribution 
of provisions as before. In the night between Sunday and Monday, I learn that 
the mail train, likewise containing refugees, has met with an accident at the 
distance of }4 kilometres from Constantinople, and that fifty persons have either 
been killed or wounded. I am asked by the superintendents of the Turkish 
Compassionate Fund to entrust them with the service of succour. I agree, only 
reserving to myself the care for the Jews. In the morning I was joined at the 
station by M. Rappaport, the doctor of the company, by two other doctors from 
Stafford House, and by Baron Mundy. We set ont together for the scene of the 
disaster, | being provided with 200 loaves.” 

We pass by the description given of the destruction, and the misery of the 
wounded, all of whom had not yet disentangled themselves from the wreck of 
the carriages, under which they groaned, and can only state that hunger tortured 
these travellers no less than cold, aud that my 200 loaves were quite a God-send 
to them. ‘The writer then continues to give an account of the misery of the 
passengers in the several trains as they, arrived, and the care taken of them at 
the expense of the Baron. All these refugees were, of course, Mahometan and 
Christians. The writer then continues ; ‘‘ Among the Russian prisoners at Scutari 
were eleven Jews. I distributed among them, with the permission of the 
authorities, clothing, money and tobacco. | also sent to the non-Jewish priscners 
in the name of Baron de Hirsch 1,500 packages of tobacco, 150 shirts, as many

- pairs of trousers and stockings, and fifty coverings for the legs.” 


Thirty-seven Jewish families of Lom Palanka, suddenly ruined by the 
Russian invasion, were efliciently assisted by the congregation of Crajowa, which 
issued au appeal for them and made.a collection. ‘The Central Committee then 
deliberated on the several measures to be taken on behalf of the Oriental Jews 
at the approaching Conference.. Schoois.—The School Committee at Canea now 
apprentices a number of pupils to various trades. This is a great benefit to the 
rising generation, as they will no longer be compelled to have recourse to the 
perilous, most fatiguing and unremuuerative occupation of hawking. Two 
youths have within the last few years been murdered, and the head of a 
numerous family deprived of the use of one hand while engaged in hawking. 
The school at Larache is attended by nearly 2U0 scholars, M. Goldamner, 
who, in his capacity of Commissioner-General of Morccco at the. approaching 
Exhibition, visited Tangier, gave a gratifying account of the school of the 
Alliance there, he having been allowed to examine the children. He strongly 
recommended for the school the study of foreign languages, which would prove 
exceedingly useful to the scholars when grown up in their intercourse with 
Europeaus. Tunis.—A subscription has been opened, under the auspices of M. 
Rouslan, French Consul-General, for the establishment of a Jewish school 
projected long ago. The Regional Committee expresses a hope that the other 
European representatives will likewise favour this step, which may produce 
20,000 piastres. This sum, however, will not be sufficient. The Jewish popu- 
lation is composed of about 40,000 souls, seven-eighths of whom, however, are 
needy. M. Cazes, sent to Tunis to organise the projected school, sent in a 
report to the Central Committee, of which we make the following abstract. 
The Talmud Torah School he describes as a veritable Black Hole, exceedingly 
well calculated to ruin the health of the pupils. Proceeding then to details, he 
depicts the school-room as worse than a pig-stye, which deceny forbids to 
describe. In a school which so flagrantly violates all sanitary condition, the 
health of the pupils must naturally suffer ; and, indeed, it is found that of the 
500 scholars, from fifty to sixty are always sick, and all of them feeble and 


always suffering. The food, too, which charity provides for them, and which is 


kept in a most improper place on the premises, is another sourze of maladies 


- The children are sent at the age of three to this school, in the poisonous atinos- 


phere ot which they have to spend eight hours daily. The disorder is dreadful, 
the children going in or out, talking or sitting quietly just as they please. The 
only means for keeping discipline is the bastanado, which the teachers inflict as 
they may see fit. Nothing is taught there, but Hebrew. There is no method, 
and everything is taught mechanically. When they have learned to chant the 
Bible, aud translate certain portions into Arabic with the same intonation, they 
proceed to learn the Talmud. Writing is not taught at all, not even J udeo- 
Arabic. There are thirteen teachers, but the method of all of them is the same. 
There is yet another Taimud Torah School with 170 pupils, called the Leghorn 
School, of whom fifty pay. The instruction is somewhat better, bat the disorder 
isthe same. The sanitary conditions, however, are somewhat better observed.

THE JEWISH WORKING MEN’S: CLUB AND INSTITUTE. 

TO THE EDITOR OF THE “JEWISH CHRONICLE.” 

Sin,—Observing the advertisement in the Jewish Chronicle, convening a 
meeting of the subscribers of the Jews’ Hospital and Orphan Asylum for the 
fe pe as I understood, of discussing the possibility of the Jews’ Orphan Asylum 

uilding being let to the Infan{ School Committee, Jewish Working Men’s Club, 
and the Free Lecture Association, I attended the meeting ; and was somewhat 
surprised to hear the Chairman state in his opening remarks, that the building 
had been already leased for commercial purposes. But when. he stated that it 
‘required yet the confirmation of the Charity Commissioners, I felt there was still 
a chance of the building being retained. I therefore rose with the intention of 
saying something on behalf of the Jewish Working Men’s Club and Institute, 
but when I was met with the cry of “question”—coming apparently from some 
members of the combived Hospital and Asylum Commi:tee—and looking in 
vain for support, I felt at the moment that I must be out of order; and knowing 
that I was addressing a body of men who have always evinced their zeal for the 
welfare of the less fortunate of our community, I would not press the subject, 
and relinquished the idea of further addressing the meeting. Why such evident 
opposition should be displayed by some members of the Hospital Committee 
towards the Working Men’s Institute, I am at a loss to understand; but 
sincerely hope that their only reason was to benefit the Hospital by obtaining 
the slight additional rent that would accrue to the funds. 

We cannot help regretting this action of the Committee of the Jews’ 
Hospital ; for though they undoubtedly have a duty to perform towards that 
charitable institution, yet they should not lose sight of the fact that they have 
still a greater duty to perform towards its inmates, and, indeed, to the youths at 
large of the less fortunate of the Jewish community. For it behoves them nut 
only to be solicitous for the welfare of these children while under their imme- 
diate contro], but to see, as they grow up, that they have the benefit of such a 
noble institution as the Working Men’s Club and Institute, which fas I pointed 
out in my letter in your issue of February 22nd) should be viewed by the 
Jewish community at large as a training school to make useful ornaments of 
the community. Let it impress our minds that, as a nation, their honour is our 
honour, and their disgrace is shared by the Jewish community, irrespective of 
position in life. 

Would it not be advisable for an influentlal deputation to wait upon the 
Charity Commissioners and point out the claim that the Infant School and the 
Working Men’s Club have on the Orphan Asylum Building for the benefit of 
society at large.—Yours obediently, | Lissack.

STEPNEY JEWISH SCHOOLS. 


The annual general meeting of the Stepney Jewish Schools, took place on 
Sunday last, at the School, Stepney Green ; Mr. Marcus N, Apter, President, 
in the chair. 

The sixth annual Report, which was presented to the meeting, contained a 
detailed account of the working of the schoole for the past year, and among 
others contained the following particulars: 

The Committee report that there is an ever increasing demand for admission, 
consequent upon the migration of Jews to the East End. The number 
of pupils now on the books is 378,the average attendance being 350. The school- 
house, which was originally built to accommodate 250 children, is necessarily quite 
inadequate to meet present requirements, and the Committee will therefore have 
shortly to appeal to the benevolence of the public to aid them with saflicient 
funds properly to provide both for existing and probable future demands. Asa 
nucleus to such fund, the sum of £250 was contributed some time back by the 


‘daughter of the late Baroness Mayer de Rothschild in memory of her mother, 


and several further amounts have been promised. For the purpose of com- 
parison, the examinations have again this year been conducted by the Rev. 8. 
Singer and Mr. Rix, one of Her Majesty's School Board Examiners, and the 
efficiency and improvement has been found to be highly satisfactory when 
scrutinised with that of last year. The drawing classes, which are in connection 
with the Science and Art Department, South Kensington, have been highly 
successful. Of seventy pupils presented, all passed favourably, twenty-two 
gaining prizes). The evening classes, which are carried on under the special 
direction of the Head Master, Mr. Ashe Payne, are for the teaching of French, 
German, book-keeping and mathematics. Fourteen pupils from these classes 
competed with the Middle Class Schools’ pupils at the examination held at the 
College of Preceptors ; thirteen of these passed, one of whom was placed second 
in the whole list. The Michael Henry Memorial Scholarship has this year been 
awarded, but the Committee have thought fit to suspend temporarily the award 
of the Alfred Moss Scholarship. 

The amount received from pupils as school-fees in the past year was 
£352 16s. 9d., and the amount from subscriptions was £256 6s. 6d. The 
Committee earnestly appeal for increased annual subscriptions to provide against 
the present annual deficiency of over £100, and the certain extra expenditure 
which they will have to incur in the future. 

The following gentlemen were re-elected members of the Committee for the 
ensuing year: Messrs. M. N. Adler, Lionel L. Alexander, M. H. Benjamin, 
Daniel Castello, M. Davis, A. E. Franklin and J. Bergtheil. The’ Ilon. Officers 


were likewise re-elected, and Messrs. Spielman and Franklin wore elected

Tue Facrory Bitt—At the monthly meeting of the Manchester Jewish 
Board of Guardians, held at the office of the Board on Wednesday evening, the 
President, Mr Henry Samson, J.P., informed the members that the two amend- 
ments to the Factory and Workshops’ Bill in favour of the Jewish working 
classes, which were suggested by the Parliamentary Committee, and entrusted 
to Mr. Hugh Birley, M.P., had successfully passed the House of Commons, The 
following resolution, proposed by Mr. E. M. Henriqués, and seconded by Mr, I. 
Frankenburg, was carried by acclamation : “ That the thanks of this Board are 
due, and are hereby given, to Mr. Hugh Birley, M.P., for his introduction and 
advocacy of two amendments to the Factory and Workshops’ Act, which will 
confer great benefits on Jewish workpeople, by abolishing to a great extent 
certain disadvantages which they have experienced in competing with the 
labour of other denominations.” The first amendment gives the employer of 
Jewish workpeople the option of substituting in lieu of Christmay Day and 
Good Friday any two days of Jewish Holydays, divided by an interval of not 
less than three months, thus giving to Jewish artisans a clear gain of two work- 
ing days during the year. The second amendment makes it optional to employers 
of Jewish labonr whose workshops are closed on the Sabbath, to substitute a 
half- holiday on Friday for that of Sunday. This valuable concession will be a 
great boon to the Jewish working classes, more especially in winter-time, when 
Sabbath commences at half-past 3 o'clock. By the passing of this, the most 
important amendment, Jews will be permitted to work in Jewish workshops and 
factories from Sunday morning to Friday at 3 p.m., viz., 54 full working dayre 


Liverroot.—The Rev. G. J. Emanuel, B.A., of Birmingham, preached at the 
synagogue of the Old Hebrew Congregation on Sabbath last, by invitation of 
the Rev. Morris Joseph and the Executive. The sermon was devoted to a 
consideration of the character of the Jewish House of Worship in ancient and 
modern times. The preacher combatted the notion that the belief in the Divine 
Presence being confined to the Sanctuary, represented the true Jewish idea in 
the Biblical ages. The Sanctuary was to Israel a visible sign, reminding him 
that the Almighty was ever watching over men’s lives, and noting their actions, 
wherever they might be. And such could and should be the character of the 
modern synagogue. It should be a movement testifying to the worshippers’ 
sense of God's Providence, and one that might constantly remind them of their 
duty, and admonish them to perform it. The sermon concluded with an 
impressive address to two boys who were Barmitzvah. Mr. Emanuel conducted 
the annual examination of the children of the schools in Hebrew and Religion, 
on Sunday and Monday last. There are now more than 300 children in these 
schools.—The Rev. Dr. W. Stern delivered a lecture at the Rooms of the Young 
Men’s Temperance Association on ‘Tuesday, entitled “ Self-coutrol—True 
Heroism.” Mr. Baron L. Benas occupied the chair. The hall was crowded.— 
The Rev. Morris Joseph gave some Readings at the Liverpool Jewish Literary 
and Debating Society on Tuesday, the President, Mr. Joseph Hess, in the chair.

NORTH LONDON SYNAGOGUE, 

Before proceeding to the consideration of the business on the Agenda, the 
CHAIRMAN said that he hoped the members of the Council would permit him to 
make a statement in reference to the North London Synagogue, which, he felt 
certain, would be very cordially received by the Council. In accordance with a 
resolution of the Council, the Honorary Solicitor had prepared a case to be submitted 
to Counsel on the question involved in the refusal of Mr. Lee, one of the Trustees of 
the North London Synagogue, to sign the necessary documents for the transfer of 
the property of the synagogue to the United Synagogue, consequent upon the 
decision of the members to join the Union. The case had been carefully prepared, 
and before being submitted to the Counsel selected, had been placed before the 
Committee of the North London Synagogue. He was pleased to state that that day 
the opinion of the Counsel had been received, and was to the effect that the amalga- 
mation of the North London Synagogue with the United Synagogue might safely be 
proceeded with, notwithstanding the action of Mr. Lee. (Hear, hear.) Matters would 
therefore proceed as if Mr. Lee had not taken the action he had, He begged to move 
that the subject be remitted to the Executive Committee, 

The resolution was carried. 

BAYSWATER SYNAGOGUE, 


Mr. Isaac A. Joseru called attention to a notice of motion being upon the 
Agenda paper which involved a vote-of censure upon the Committee of the Bays- 
water Synagogue. In accordance with precedent, he begged to move that this notice 
of motion should have priority of other business, The motion was seconded by Mr, 
DAVID BENJAMIN, and carried. 

Some correspondence from the Bayswater Synagogue having been read, 

Mr. Asstr H, Moses, in accordance with notice of motion, then rose to move 
the following : 

“ That this Council js of opinion that, in placing the question as to the services of the Rev. Dr 

*Hermann Adler being made available at the New West End Synagogue, as well as at that 
of Bayswater, before the seat.volders of the latter, the resolution of the Council should not 
have been suppressed ; that its omission was disrespectful to the Council and unfair to the 
members of the Synagogue, and that such a course of action might initiate a precedent 
which should be avoidg@) in the future.” 
Mr. Moses said that it was most disrespectful to the Council that the Local Board of 
Management should have suppressed a material fact, being an important resolution, 
directly bearing upon the question, passed by the Council. 

Mr. Lione. L, COHEN said that he could not imagine a greater act of discourtesy 
two the Council than that the Board of Management should keep from the members 
of a constitnent synagogue a resolution passed by the Council, having intimate 
relatien to a question to be placed before the seatholders of the synagogue. He gave 
the Board of Management of the Bayswater Synagogue credit for the best of inten- 
tions, but he could not help thinking that they had committed an irregularity which 
it behoved the Council to mark their sense of it in the hope that it would not be 
repeated, 

Mr. J. M, LAWrENcE denied that the Board of Management of the Bayswater 
Synagogue had any intention to suppress the resolution passed by the Council. The 
resolution was carefully considered by the Local Committee, and not one member 
had any intention to act otherwise than in a spirit of perfect allegiance to the 
Council. The letter was addressed to the Board of Management, and was considered 
by that body. He was very sorry to see that a member of the Council had thought it 
consistent with his duty to place on the Agenda a notice of motion involving a 
severe censure upon the Board of Management of.the Bayswater Synagogue. If 
such a course were approved of by the Council, it would be no encouragement to 
—— to accept positions in Constituent Synagogues if they were to be rendered 

iable to such indignities, 

In reply to a question by Mr. A. E, Sypnry, Mr. LAWRENCE said that the 
expediency of submitting the resolution to the members had not been considered by , 
tie Board of Management. It did not occur to the members of the Board that it 
was essential that the resolution should be submitted to the members. 

Mr. J. BERGTHEIL supported the views expressed by Mr. Lawrence, and 
deprecated the idea that the Council should be made a Court of Appeal in local 
questions, 

The discussion—which throughout was of a very animated character—was 
continued by Messrs. Louis Davipson, SAMUEL MonTAGu, Maurice Hart, §, 
Scuioss, DAVID BENJAMIN, 

Mr. Assur H. Moses signified his wish to withdraw the motion, to which course 
the meeting agreed. | 

A letter from the Rev. Dr, H. Adler on the subject was put in by Mr. J. Bergtheil, 
and on the motion of the CHAIRMAN, it was remitted to the Executive Committee for 
consideration and report. , 

BOARD OF GUARDIANS, 

On the subject of a letter from the Board of Guardians soliciting an increase 
in the contribution made by the United Synagogue to the Board, the Executive 
Committee reported——** Without going into the details of the contribuiton, the 
Committee report that they are compelled to repeat the answer they gave to the 


Board of Guardians on a previous occasion—yviz., that the condition of the finances 


does not warrant them in recommending the Council to increase its contribution to 
the Board of Guardians,” 

The CHAIRMAN moved that the report of the Committee be adopted. 

Mr. E, ALEX, at some length, placed before the meeting data in connection with 
the relation of the Board to the Synagogue, and supporting the view which he 
insisted upon that the Board was fairly entitled to an increase in the contribution 
by the United Synagogue. It was most painful to the members of the Board to find 
that their action was unduly cramped by the want of sufficient means, He held 
that the financial position of the United Synagogue fully warranted an increase in 

. the contribution to the Board, and he appealed to the Council to carry the amend- 
ment which he moved, to the effect that the contribution of the United Synagogue 
to the Board be increased to £1,500 (an increase of about £230), 

Mr. SAMUEL MonTAGu seconded the amendment, He considered that the 
United Synagogue did not contribute sufficiently to the relief of the poor. 

Mr, M.S. OPPENHEIM supported the adoption of the recommendation of the 
Executive Committee. The primary duty and charge of the United Synagogue was 
not the relief of the poor, but the efficient maintenance of certain places of worship. 
Mr, Oppenheim pointed out that it was upon the community at large, and not upon 
the Synagogue, that the duty of relieving the poor should be cast. This principle 
was clearly laid down in the establishment of the Board of Guardians, which was 
now principally supported by the contributions of the community, and not by the 
amount paid by the United Synagogue. If the Board of Guardians was in want of 
funds an appeal should be made to the community, ‘There were several synagogues 
outside the United Synagogue which did not contribute in their corporate capacity 
to the Board of Guardians, but the members contributed in their individual capacity, 
_ this principle he wished to see introduced in connection with the United 

ynagogue, 


efficient gentlemen to fill the clerical posts. 


he CHAIRMAN said that the total amount paid by the United he ha for the 


relief of the poor amounted in the aggregate to £2,636, He felt that the funds of 


the United Synagogue were not at present in a position to bear an increased burden, 
The budget for the year 1878 showed a deficit of £500, 

Mr. A. E Sypnry appealed to Mr. Alex to withdraw the amendment. 

Mr. 8. Scuoss with much earnestness supported an increase in the contribution 
to the Board, 
~— Mr. D. Davis said that the finances of the United Synagogue did not warrant 
any increase in the contribution to the Board. 

; Mr. Assur Keyser said that one of the first duties of the Synagogue was the 
relief of the poor, and he believed that in the exceptional circumstances of the 
present distress of the poor, the increase should be made. 

The amendment was put to the meeting, and negatived by 19 to 10, The ori- 
ginal resolution was then carried. 
HAMBRO SYNAGOGURF, 

Several items of local interest only in connection with the Hambro Synagogue 
were discussed, 

TRAINING JEWISH MINISTERS, 

Mr. CuAntrs SAMUEL brought up Report and Recommendations of the Com- 
mittee appointed by the Council concerning the Training of Jewish ministers, [A 
summary of the Report and Recommendations was inserted in our last.] Mr. 
Samuel pointed ont the importance of the subject to the community generally and 
to the United Synagogue, specially. He read a letter he had received from the late 
Mr. Michael Henry on the subject, in which the deceased pointed out how very 
unsatisfactory alike for the students and the community were the present arrange- 
ments for the training of Jewish ministers. The United Synagogue would be able 
by reason of the grant to take an active part indirectly in the administration of the 
Jews’ College, which it was proposed to reorganise, He moved: “ That the Council 
grant a subvention of £200 per annum from its funds to the Jews’ College for the 
general purposes of that institution.” 

Mr. NoAu DAvis expressed doubt whether the Council had legally the power to 
make the grant, seeing that the training of Jewish ministers was not expressed in 
the clause of the Act of Union defining the objects of the United Synagogue. The 
Report, which had much the character of a “trade circular,’ was simply a recom- 
mendation to the Council to make a grant of £200 to the Jews’ College. While 
sufficient salaries were paid to Jewish ministers, the demand would create the supply 
of efficient men. While the demands of the poor were increasing and were unsatis- 
fied, he contended that “the Jews’ College was a luxury in which the Council could 
not indulge.” 

Mr. ArtHun ConeEN said that he had listened to the remarks of Mr. Davis with 
little pleasure and much amusement. What was proposed was perfectly legal, and 


' ‘was within the scope of the objects specified in the Clause which was described as the 


“Charter” of the United Synagogue. He. had no doubt whatever on the point. It 
was a duty incumbent upon the United Synagogue to do ail in its power to support 
agencies for the training of ministers. The illustration made by Mr. Davis that the 
United Synagogue was a huge cow which every communal body and individual 
thought they had a right to milk was more vigorous than elegant. It was the most 
snobbish thing possible to build synagogues for show and display only, and not to 
take steps to fill the pulpits of those synagogues with efficient gentlemen, whom the 
congregations might regard with pride and respect. If the United Synagogue was 
too poor to vote money for the purpose, well, all he could say was that he was very 
sorry for the United Synagogue, and the sooner steps were taken to get more funds 
to vote for such a necessary purpose the better. He had read the report of the Com- 
mittee very carefully, and he could positively say that a more able document of its 
kind he had never read. It was clear, cogent, calm and convinciug. He laid great 
stress on the statement in the report that there is very great difficulty in providing 
The question was one of vital 
importance to the community. It was no use filling synagogue offices as they 
were filled 50 years ago. Jewish ministers must be educated, well educated. They 
must be placed intellectually upon a position of equality with. the ministers of other 
faiths. If they are not so, be assured, said Mr. Cohen, those outside the community 
would draw their own inferences, and those inferences would not be flattering to 
the Jewish community. (Hear, hear.) He had last year examined the students of 
the Jews’ College, and could say positively that they were well and carefully taught. 
In this judgment he was supported by gentlemen well competent to pass an opinion, 
Mr. Cohen, in conclusion, said: If you wish to keep the rising generation Jews, you 
must have educated ministers in your synagogues, I prophecy that, and I am 
prepared to stand by that prophecy. No question can be more important than the 
one, how can we provide ministers worthy of those aspirations which Jews enter- 
tain’ (Applause.) 

Mr. Lionet L. Cowen said that for himself he thought the value of sermons 
was greatly exaggerated. If the Jews’ College was in need of further support, the 
Committee should appeal to the community. The financial position of the United 
Synagogue did not warrant the grant proposed. He believed that it would 
greatly militate against the interests of Jews’ College, and interfere with its 
adequate support by the community were it grafted upon the United Synagogue. 
The immediate question, however, before the Council was one of finance, and upon 
this point there could be no difference of opinion among those competent to form an 
accurate opinion that the condition of the finances did not warrant such a grant as 
that proposed, which if made would, he believed, do more harm than good to the 
Jews College. | 

Mr. M. 8. OppeNHETM, in a vigorous speech, advocated the. views expressed by 
Mr. Arthur Cohen, and heartily supported the grant. Among the leading Jewish 
communities of Europe, England stood alone in not making adequate provision for 
the training of Jewish ministers, The whole feeling of the community was against 
the importation of ministers from abroad. The proposed grant would be a very proper 
charge upon the United Synagogue. It would not only be perfectly legal, but 16 
was one which—if the Council were to be impressed with the necessities of the time 
—was urgently needed in the best interests of the Congregation. It was all very 
well for gentlemen to advocate a system of “ circuit preaching,” but he ventured to 
say that there were no ministers to fulfil such duties. Indeed, there were not sufficient 
‘to meet the present needs of the community. The dearth of efficient ministers wasa 
growing source of complaint. and one which deeply affected—and would in the 
future even more seriously affect—the highest interests of the United Synagogue. 
The grant would be one of the best investments which the Council could make. He 
appealed to the Council to help in removing from the Jews of England the reproach 
levelled against them by their continental brethren to the effect that while the 
English Jews were the richest and most charitable community in the world, they 
were also the greatest DY. He heartily supported the proposed grant. 

Mr, E, ALEX said that seeing the Council had just refused the application ot 
the Board of Guardians for an increased contribution on the ground of want of 
funds, he could not see how the proposition to make a grant to the Jews College 
could be justified. 

The Debate was then adjourned,

MONTHLY REPORT. 


The SECRETARY (Rev. A. Liwy) read the report of the business transacted 
by the Executive Committee during the month of March. 

The report states that remittances had been received from the new Branches 
at Swansea, Coventry, and West Hartlepool, as also from the Branches at Man- 
chester and Canterbury (New Zealand). A remittance of £13 had been for- 
warded by Mr. Hallin Samuel of Poona, Bombay, collected by him from members 
whom he had enrolled amongst the community of Beni Israel in India. 
amounts had also been forwarded from seeeal 
Turkish Sufferers’ Fund, 

The Master of the Rolls in forwarding a letter of thanks to the Council for 
their congratulatiors on his escape from the attempt made on his life, added : 
“] must ask you to sxpress to the Council how fully I appreciate the very kind 
expressions of their feeling towards myself which your letter contains, and the 
gratification which those expressions afford me.” sy 

General Menabrea, the Italian Ambaseador, had gent a letter, in which he 
states: “ The Italian Premier and Minister for Foreign Affairs has laid before 
the King the address from the Anglo-Jewish Association which you banded to 
me on the 6th inst. I have been desired to ask you to be good enough to inform 
the President, Vice-Presidents, and Council of the Asscciation, that His Majesty 
was much pleased with such a spontaneous manifestation of sympathy, and 
wishes me to express through you his thanks to them.” 

Among numerous letters received relative to the critical condition of the 
Jews inthe East, was one from Berlin, forwarding a reply from the German 
Government to a memorial from Congregations in the Empire, to the following 
effect: The memorial of the Jewish representatives of this city, accompanied 
by identical memorials from representatives of Jewish Congregations in other 


Large 
Colonial Branches in aid of the 


_ German cities were submitted to the Imperial Chancellor, who took an interest 


in their contents, and who wishes to state that he would continue to use every 
appropriate opportunity for giving effect to the fulfilment of the wishes ex- 
pressed in the representations made by the Jewish bodies. The time at which 
such an exercise of influence might be made could not be positively determined, 
but if the negotiations for peace should afford an opportnnity for considering 
the subject, the German Plenipotentiary would support every endeavour tending 
to afford to the followers of various creeds in those Eastern provinces the same 
rights and privileges as are coustitutionally guaranteed in Germany to members 
of different denominations. 

‘Lhe several bodies abroad have been informed that as soon as a favourable 
opportunity shall present itself, the Association will be prepared to make repre- 
sentations to Her Majesty’s Government in the interest of the Jews in the East. 

A letter had been received from the Foreign Office, enclosing a despatch 
from the British Minister at Tangier, dated 8th March, in answer to the appli- 
cation of the Council that enquiries should be instituted into the murder of 
Solomon Benisti, near Mogador, In this despatch, Sir John Drummond Hay 
writes: “ With the view of carrying out your Lordship’s instructions to give 
euch assistance as I can properly to the relatives of the murdered 1oan in obtain- 
ing redress, and that no time be ost in bringing this outrage to the knowledge 
of the Sultan, I shall address a despatch to the Consul at Mogador, directing 
him to make an unofficial inquiry into the case, and to report to me what steps 
may have to be taken to afford justice to the family of the murdered. man, and 
to forward a copy direct tothe Moorish Court. The letter I am about to address 
to Cid Moussa, through H.M’s Consul, will contain a request that he may bring 
the case under the notice of the Sultan, as I feel convinced that His Majesty 
will cause justice to be done. The Consul will be directed in case he finds that 
justice has been done, or that steps have already been taken by order of the 
Sultan for the punishment of the murderers, and the restitution of the plundered 
property, to return me the letter to Cid Moussa, with a report upon the facts 
which have come to his knowledge. I had not heard of this outrage until I 
received your Lordship’s despatch, neither had the elders of the Jewish Congre- 
gation at Tangier received any report froin their brethren at Mogador on this 
subject. I shall not be surprised to learn that further outrages have been com- 
mitted in the province of Haha, for the crops have entirely failed in that and 
other provinces, aud the Consul at Mogador reports that the greatest misery 
prevails. 

A report was received from M. D. Cazes on the state of Jewish education 
in Tunis, which has a Jewish population of 45,000 persons. The local Talmud 
Tora School is described as being in an. extremely unsatisfactory state. The 
premises where the pupils assemble are stated to be most unhealthy. The 
School now to be established will be required to accommodate about 4,000 
pupils of both sexes. In reply to the communications received, the Tunisian 
Committee were requested to furnish such details as would enable the Associa- 
tion to determine what amount of support cau be given to the proposed school. 

A brief discussion arosé as to whether the Assoziation should take any 
fteps to bring under attention the subject of the condition of the Jews in the 
Provinces affected by the War, with the view of their being placed upon a posi- 
tion of equality with the other populations in any changes effected wit: the 
concurrence of the European Powers. The CHAIRMAN expressed a decided 
opinion that at the present critical moment it would be very inexpedient for the 
Council to make representations to the Foreign Office on the subject Several 
other members of the Council expressed a similar opinion, and it was agreed 
that no formal resolution should be arrived at, but that the further development of 
events should be awaited betore any other steps were taken by the Association in 
the interests of the Jews in the East. A letter on the subject from the Manchester 

ranch of the Association was read, and it was arranged that the Branch should 
be informed of the views of the Council. Mr. B. Kiscn called attention to the 
gratifying fact that this Branch had placed at the disposal of ihe Association a 
further sum in aid of Jewish Education in the East. It is particularly desirable, 
said Mr, Kisch, that the Branches of the Association should be kept informed 
of the action proposed to be taken by the Association in reference to the Eastern 
Jews. Until Eastern affairs were in a more settled condition, it would be 
impossible to appropriate the funds at the disposal of the Association in aid of 
Jewish Schools in the East. Mr. ALrrep G. HENRIQUES supported the opinion 
of Mr -Kisch, and said that there was little doubt but that when affairs resumed 
their normal condition in the East, considerable sums in aid of Jewish education 
Would be urgently needed. 
On the motion of Mr. Extis A. Frankiin, seconded by Mr. ALrrep G. 
‘ENRIQUES, a resolution was passed expressive of the appreciation of the Council 


at the timely question put by Mr. Serjeant Simon in the House of Commons on 


the 26th ult., and which had elicited a most reassuring reply from the Chancellor 
of the Exchequer. 


A vote of thanks to the chair concluded the meeting. 


JEWS’ DEAF AND DUMB HOME. 


The annual general meeting of the governors and subscribers of the Jews’ 
Deaf and Dumb Home was held on Sunday last at the institution, Walmer Road, 
Notting Hill. There were present: Mr. Henry L. Coney, President, in the 
chair ; the Rev. Philip Magnus, Vice-President ; the Rev. I. Samuel, Hon. Sec. ; 
Mr. M. Hl. Penjamin, Vice-President ; Messrs. H. H. Collins, J. Davis, Henry 
Hart, John Hyam, B. Kisch, — Magnus, S$. P. Solomon, and Dr. 8. Schintheil, 
Director. 

The PRESIDENT, in opening the proceedings, explained that the general 
meeting had been postponed from the original date fixed owing to there having 
been some slight illness (measies) among some of the inmates, and it was not 
thoucht prudent to hold a genera! meeting. The Committee may, perhaps, have 
acted from an excess of caution, but they would be credited with a desire to 
study the feelings of the subscribers. He congratulated the meeting upon the 
continued satisfactory progress of the institution—its progress and prosperity 
were far beyond the original expectations of the founders of the Home. He 
urged the subscribers to continue in the earnestness and liberality they had 
shown in maintaining the Home in an eflicient manner. 

The Rev. I. SAMUEL, having read the annual report, 

The Rev. Painir MAGNvs rose to propose its adoption. He dwelt upon the 
circumstance that to this institution must be given the credit of first introducing 
into England the excellent lip method of teaching deaf-mutes. ‘There were now 
in the institution exactly twice as many children as the maximum number it was 
intended to admit when first the Home was founded. There were now twenty-eight 
children inthe institution, the largest number ever received since its establishment. 
There were still some Jewish deaf and dumb children in the country not yet 
admitted, and he hoped that the benevolence of the community would enable the 
managers to admit all Jewish deaf and dumb children. It was very gratifying 
to the managers to know tliat the system of lip-teaching, which was first intro- 
duced by this institution into England, was gradually spreading throughout 
the kingdom, and had been almost unanimously approved of as the most perfect 
method of teaching the deaf and dumb. The system had been cordially approved 
of at the recent Conference of Teachers of the Deaf and Dumb. Nearly a!l who 
had attended the Conference visited the Home, and had expressed themselves 
highly pleased withthe system, and had said that it was their intention to 
introduce it into the institutions with which they were severally connected. 
This was a most gratifying fact, as it proved that not only was the institution 
one of the best managed of its kind, but that the system of teaching adopted 
was the most perfect, and was being generally adopted throughout the country. 
He begged to move the adoption of the report. | 

Mr. Joun Hyam seconded the resolution, which was carried ném. dis. 

On the motion of Mr. H. H. Coitixs, the balance-sheet was likewise adopted. 

A discussion was then initiated by Mr. Il. H. CoLuins relative to the intro- 
duction of measles into the Home by one of the day-pupils. Mr. Collins said 
that seeing the danger to which the inmates were subject by the importation of 
disease into the institution through the day-pupils, it was a matter for the care- 
ful consideration cf the subscribers whether the present system of permitting 
day-pupils to attend should be continued. He had givena notice of notion on 
the subject at a Committee meeting, but he thought an expression of opinion 
on the subject at the general meeting would be valuavle in guiding the com- 
mittee to arfive at a decision upon the question. 

Mr. Henry Hart pointed out that as there was but a very limited attendance

Mr. B. Kiscu said that the question was surrounded with difficulties, and 
many details would have to be carefully considered before a decision should be 
arrived at. He considered the preseat meeting incompetent to deal with the 
question, at any rate until it had been considered by the Committee in all its 
bearings. | | 

The Rev. P. Macnus moved a resolution to the effect that seeing the danger 
to which the inmates of the Home were exposed by the possible introdaction of 
disease by the day-pupils, the Committee should be asked to give their careful 
consideration to the present system of the admission of day-pupils. — 

After some further discussion, in which Mr, M. H. Bensamiy, Mr, J. Davis, 
Dr. Scu6nTHEIL, and the Rev. I. SAMUEL, took part, 

Mr. Joun Hyam moved “the previous question,” which was seconded by 
Mr. M. H. Bensamry, and carried by 6 to 2.

REPORT OF THE BOARD OF GUARDIANS, 
Tue first idea that strikes the reader of the Annual Report of the Board of 
Guardians lately published is what an extensive organization this body has 
become. The second is how Jucid this Report is. With what ease it 
dominates and marshalls the vast materials which it has to array, so that 
the eye can take them in, as it were, at a glance. Here is bulk, but ne un- 
wieldiness, Hereis multifariousness, but no complication, The third thought 
is what a useful sphere of activity this Board opens to the finest moral and 
intellectual powers of the minds which carry on the administration. Here is 
a body which discharges the functions of Guardians of the Poor, a Relieving 
Board, a Sanitary Commission, a Charity for Providing Medical Attendance to 
the Poor, a Loan Society, an Emigration Society, an Apprenticing Society, a 
Visiting Society, and managers of Workrooms, all rolledinto one; and every 
one of these branches is managed as if there were no other to be carried on. 
The whole resembles nothing so much as one of those solid ingenious pieces of 
furniture the production of some mechanical genius which serves numerous 
useful purposes, and which moves with the greatest ease in any direction 
you may require. Such is the total impression. And when we descend to 
details, following the special reports of the several committees, there is still 
more to praise, Of course, each reader will be most attracted by the branches 
to sympathise with which he is predisposed. So far as we are concerned, 
we confess we set less store upon those which strive to relieve the misery 
wrought in the past or is the offspring of the fleeting present, than those which 
exhibit the Board’s watchfulness of the emergencies ever newly arising in 
such a mobile age as ours, of the ever shifting wants, varying as new 
inventions or discoveries are made, as taste advances or retrogrades, and as 
new fashions spring up; in fact, which seem to take time by the forelock and 
look to the future. | 


In the perusal of the Report, therefore, we chiefly lingered on the sec- 
tions of the Loan, Industrial and Sanitary departments and the Workrooms, 
To give is easy enough. But to give so that future giving shall not be 
required—this is the real problem, and, unless this is satisfactorily solved, 
the system is of comparatively little value. Upon the solution of this 
problem, we are convinced, depends the future of the existing state of society. 
Nothing can save society from a terrible convulsion, nothing can keep out 
the Commune, such as it manifested itself at Paris at the conclusion of the 
Franco-German War, and such as now is alarming the reflecting classes in 
Germany, but judicious devices, not for doling out pittances to the needy, 
but for preventing the working classes sinking so low in the scale of well- 


being as not even to earn sufficient for procuring the necessaries of life, It | 


Would,

is not alms that can save society. The more abundantly they are given, and 


the more urgently they are required, the greater and the nearer the danger 
from the classes upon whom they are bestowed. 


When once these classes learn to know their strength—and organiza- 
tion brings this knowledge home to them—when education shall have suffi- 
ciently advanced among them to call up new wants, and to render the satisfaction 
of these wants a necessary condition of well-being, these classes will begin to 
consider charity as a right due to them from the rich, who withhold from 
them their share of the goods of the world, and the idea of la propriété 
c'est le vol will not be far off. No workhouse will avert the calamity, 
although workhouses may retard it. It is only such forethought as is 
exercised by the Board in dealing with the poor which can stay the evil- 
day. Take, for instance, the Loan department. It were a truism to point out 
how often the judicious Joan of a trifling sum will save a man from beggary. 
But it is far from a truism that a judicious large loan in the right time td 
an individual, if he be the right person, as a rule possesses greater saving 
power than a score of trifling loans to as many applicants which will just 
enable them to live from hand to mouth, and will compel them to remain the 
Board’s permanent instead of temporary customers. It is, therefore, 
pleasing to find that the Board acknowledges this principle, and that it has 
advanced as much as forty pounds to one individual. ) 


Another step in the right direction is the Board’s anxiety not only to 
apprentice poor lads, but to apprentice them to profitable trades, lying 
outside the beaten track along which the multitude is wont to move. The 
Jewish mass is so conservative, and is so tenacious of everything that has 
become habitual and traditional to it, that of its own accord it hardly ever 
gets out of the groove in which it was accustomed to plod along. The trades 
which have been taken up by the fathers are mechanically followed by the sons, 
heedless of their being overcrowded, of their having become less profitable, or 
of the rise of new occupations, more required, and paying better. Here 
was another opportunity for the exercise of forethought. The Board, 
happily, stepped in and exercised it with excellent effect for the unthinking 
multitude. A gentle push was required to get the mass out of the beaten 
track, and the push was given. It is satisfactory to run over the list of the — 
trades to which iads have been apprenticed, and to-see the traditional tailor- 
ing and cigar-making superseded by such, for instance, as cabinet-making. 

After all, the working classes are the backbone of a community, The 
steadiness of the social frame rests upon them, This is of special import- 
ance in the Jewish community. The community, owing to circumstances 
—now happily gone by—over which it had no control, had been thrown 
upon traflicking as the only means of gaining a livelihood. But trading, 
and especially trading under such difficulties as were placed in the path of 
the Jew, was a lottery. The lucky numbers were very few, and the blanks 
but too many. The drawers of the blanks had to be satisfied with petty 
shopkeeping or hawking. But no occupations hold out so many temp- 
tations to low tricks as these, It would have been a miracle if the 
Jewish tradesman or hawker should have passea unscathed through the 
ordeal, He but too often succumbed, as every one place. his position 
These occupations thus, unfortunately, produced a doably injurious 
effect. They, in the first place, created an inferior tone of morality in some of 
the communal strata, and, in the second place, this threw discredit upon the 
whole community, lowering it in general estimation. It is, therefore, of the 
utmost importance to wean the multitude from avocations which have done 
so much mischief, and encourage it to follow occupations which do not 
lure on to unprincipled dealing, which accustom to steadiness, and are con- 
ducive to a settled life. The Board, therefore, in taking this matter in 
hand, not only deserves well of the humbler communal classes, but of the 
community in general, assisting as it does in rolling away the reproaches of 
former days. 


Nor is less praise due to the Board for the care it takes to impress the 
poor with the necessity of cleanliness for the preservation of health. In 
undertaking the task of a sanitary commission in the interest of its poor, it 
acts in the spirit of the ancestral religion. It is not derogating from the 
mass of the ordinances in the Pentateuch to assume that they are intended 
to serve a double purpose—a higher one, soaring up into the spiritual regions, 
which is, however, above human ken, and a lower one which we can 
fully estimate, and which in its ultimate object rests upon physiological and 
hygienic ground. In this sense it may be said that there exists not a code, 
ancient or modern, which makes such excellent provision for sanitation as 
Even scraping the walls and whitewashing are prescribed in 
certain cases, 


Nor are the remarks of the Report on the Workrooms less timely. 
Although managed by a Ladies’ Committee, yet the generality of the 
ladies of the community neither encourage the undertaking by occa- 
sional visits, nor do they sufficiently support it by giving employ- 
ment to their humbler sisters, for whose benefit this branch was estab- 
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lished. And while by no means exonerating the ladies from blame 
on this score, candour constrains us to to add that the gentlemen 
of the community must bear their share of the blame, It is the 
fault of the community, that, as a rule, the male portion does not 
always evince sufficient appreciation of female co-operation in any public 
work. At Committee mectings such co-operation has not always been 
warmly advocated, nor even sympathetically spoken of, and in the family 
circle little encouragement is held out to wives and daughters to participate 
in the labours of communal interest. This indifferent disposition towards 
female participation in public works, is, we are afraid, one of those 
unenviable legacies bequeathed by an unenlightened past, when man in the 
exercise of superior strength was apt to depress woman's social, and even 
mental status, While our Christian neighbours have shaken themselves 
free from all prejudice ot this kind, and utilise to the utmost female 
sensibility, tenderness and energy in all public walks of life, we are afraid 
the Jewish community has not yet advanced so far. We complain justly 
of the apathy of the ladies as a body, when their aid would prove especially 


useful in any public work, but forget, as a rule, that women are what men : 


have made them. ‘The birds come home to roost. While in many a 
communal circle the idea is allowed to prevail that woman’s chief sphere 
of religious activity is confined to the kitchen, that any special religious 
initiation is not required for females, and that any noticeable partici- 
pation of women in synagogal service is offensive, we are afraid men, 
unconsciously to themselves, will always claim—at least in their hearts—a 
mental superiority over woman, and tacitly disparage her services, while by 
way of re-action—likewise unconsciously to herself— she will feel little disposed 
to make herself prominent where prominence might so easily be interpreted 


as an intrusion, and where in any case she would be expected to act only a- 


subordinate part. | 
| There now only remains for us to make a few comments on the 
remarks of the Report with respect to deserted wives and illegitimate Jewish 
children in workhouses. There is no doubt much force in the observation 
of the Report that desertion would be stimulated if the deserted families 
would, as a matter of course, be taken care of by the Board, although we 
can in some cases see grounds for extenuation, and others where it might 
even be advisable for the Board to allow the husband to depart for a time, 
and providing in the interval for the forsaken family, When the father of a 
starving family finds that his presence can bring no relief to the existing 
misery, while elsewhere he might find employment provided he were not 
immediately burdened with the care for a wife and children, there is surely 
some ground of excuse for the deserter, and the question in such a case is 
whether the Board would not act wisely and humanely were it to facilitate 
his search for employment elsewhere, on the understanding that those 
dependent upon him will follow him as soon as he is prepared to receive 
them. | 
Less convincing, however, appeared to us the observations of the Report 
on illegitimate children in workhouses. If between these children and the Board 


the workhouse did not intervene, we should say that the refusal of the former to . 


make any provision for them, might exercise some deterrent influence on the 
parent. But while the workhouse is obliged to receive tliem, the determina- 
tion of the Board will, of course, exercise no influence on the parent; to 
whom, it may be assumed, it is a matter of indifference by whom the 
offspring is taken care of, so long as she is free from the burden. Farther, 
is it reasonable to assume that persons misled into vice, by whatever cause, 
will bestow the slightest thought upon the fate of the possible offspring, 
and that the idea that reception might be refused to it by the Board would 
in any way prove a deterrent? Is there sufficient analogy between crime 
and vice so as to justify the conclusion that what may deter the former will 
also check the latter? And if it does not prove a deterrent, what object 
can this refusal serve? Again, in the case of a deserted wife suspected of 
connivance with the deserting husband, the refusal of relief actually punishes 
the guilty accomplice, or at least is supposed to reach him. But in the case 
of a deserted illegitimate child, the refusal of the Board to receive it and to 
save it for the community, amounts to punishing the innocent for the guilty 
and depriving the child of its inalienable right contrary to the divine law 
which has enacted, “children shall not die for parents, nor parents for 
children,” 

That, however, the utmost caution should be exercised in taking charge 
of such children so as not to absolve from their duty those who by nature 


are chargeable with the obligation, we fully admit. But having exercised 


due caution and tried every means, inoral or legal, to move those to interpose — 


upon whom it is primarily incumbent to act, and failed, we cannot see how 
the Jewish Board of Guardians can wash its hands of such a case. In such 
cases, moreover, it is not always the strict letter of the law or even-handed 
justice which ought to have the last word. Sentiment has likewise its 
claims ; and Jewish sentiment will always revolt at the idea that any of its 
members should without their fault, merely in consequence of misconduct of 


which they are the victims and not the accomplices, be deprived of those 
rights which Providence adjudged to them when it allowed them to be born 
into the community. |

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ELISHA BEN ARUJAH, THE “ACHER” OF THE TALMUD AND 
HIS RELATION TO GNOSTICISM. 


A PAPER READ BY THE REY. DR. H. ADLER AT A MEETING FOR THE STUDY OF 
HEBREW LITERATURE, WEDNESDAY, MARCH 6TH, 1878. 


[ CONCLUSION. ] 

The origin of Gnosticism is due to the desire, which has at all times animated 
the mind of man to solve those problems which press upon us, wherever we turn 
in life. Whence is the origin of evil? How is the prevalence of evil in the 
world to be reconciled with the existence of an All-merciful and All-just Provi- 
dence? It was believed that this question could only be solved by a deeper 
wisdom—a superior knowledge than that allotted to ordinary men. This superior 
knowledge of the Deity and His relation to the material world was called 
Tyaors, the same word as our English knowledge, and those who believed 
themselves to be endowed with this divine knowledge called themselves 
Tywortxoi—Gnostics—men who, standing nearer to the Deity, had penetrated 
into the secrets of Divine Providence. Their system was a fantastic combination 
of the philosophy of Plato, as modified by Judaism, the Dualism of the Persian 
religion and the doctrines of Christianity. It would scarcely be credited iuto 
what a number of sects the adherents of Gnosticism were split. I will only 
mention a few names, the Ophites, the schools of Carpocrates, Saturninus and 
Marcion, Cerinthus, Basilides, Valentinus and Dardesaries, 

Ilowever various and contradictory the teachings of these schools were, 
they had certain leading theories in which most of themagreed. They regarded 
the Divine Being as consisting of two separate principles, a Supreme Gol and a 
Demiourgos, or Creator of the World. They considered the Supreme God as 
enthroned on bigh in blissful tranquillity, endowed with the attributes of Love, 
Grace and Mercy. Certain emanations were derived from [Him which they 
termed ‘* Aeons” (worlds), and, sometimes, heavens and angels. Subordinate to 
this Being was the Demiurge, the Creator of the Worl’, who had likewise 
selected the people Israel and given them laws. This Demiurge had created the 
world out of matter existing since eternity, by the help of wisdom (called 
Achamot); his governance of the world was carried on by means of justice and 
severity. We can now understand the practical conclusions to which the 
adherents of some of these schools were led. In the first instance, they despised 
the Mosaic Law, inasmuch as this had been the production of the Demiurge, 
who was inferior, if not hostile to the Supreme God. Some sects went much 
further than this, and taught doctrines of which we cannot hear without horror, 
and which for evident reasons 1 can only venture to hint at. Sccts like the 
Cainites and Balaamites, and the followers of Carpocrates taught, that since 
Gnosis, philosophical knowledge, should be the aim and end of man, his actions 
were a matter of indifference. There was no moral distinction between good 
‘and evil deeds. Nay, Carpocrates distinctly taught, that it was necessary for 
those who aspired to the higher life to pass through every form of action 
usually reputed sinful, in order to complete their defiance of the powers which 
. tule the world. We are told that in accordance with these teachings, there were 
some followers who professed the shameless principle of a community of wives, 
and led lives of disgracefal licentiousness. 

I think it will now be readily conceded,that where the term 5" occurs in 
the Talmud, it is not Christianity but the aberrations of Gnosticism that are 
denounced, You rememember the Mishna (Megillah chap. 4 § 9): “Hewho says 
‘the good praise Thee,’ follows in the steps of the heretics.” The Talinud 
Jerushalmi says thatsuch a benediction implies anacknowledgment of dual powers, 
and for the seme reason one who repeated oy, “ We thank Thee,” twice, one 
who said, ‘‘ We acknowledge Thee only for the good Thou doest,” all these were 
to be silenced. Tor, prayers such as these implied that there were two Powers, 
the one the source of good and the other the origin of evil, and this Gnostic 
teaching is in direct antagonism to the pure monotheism of the Jewish faith. I 
think also that there can be little doubt that investigations on “ Maase Beresbith” 
and “ Mercaba” were discouraged for no other reason but because it was seen 
that these speculations led tu such deplorable results, to the throwing off of the 
restraints of law and morality. | 

But it is time that we should return to Elisha, and we skall see tue exact 
steps by which he became a fanatic follower of Gnosticism. It is said that he 
was one day sitting by the lake Gennesaret and he noticed a bird’s nest at the 
top of a palin tree. Anon comes a brother Israelite who climbs up the tree, 
takes hold of the bird’s nest, snatches away ruthlessly both the mother bird and 
its young, and then goes on his way rejoicing. On the morrow another man 
passed, and, in accordance with the Biblical precept, took the young to himself 
and suffered the mother to escape. But in descending the tree he was stung by 
& poisonous serpent and died. Elisha then reasoned thus with himself: “ Is it 
not written in the Law, ‘that it may be well with thee and that thy days may 
be long’; where is the prosperity and length of life that have been promised as 
the reward of obedience?” But he ignored the true interpretation of this 
verse: “ That it may be well with thee in the blissful life of the world that is to 
come, and that thy days may be prolonged in the eternal existence that has no 
‘end.”” It ig said, further, that he witnessed how Bar-Kochba succumbed in his 
endeavours to free his country from the yoke of-the Romans, and that he 
was profoundly touched by the sufferings which Hadrian inflicted upon those 
who staunchly adhered to their faith. He saw how the tongue of one of the 
most pious and learned of the number, R. Jehuda Hanachtom, was torn out 
amid terrible tortures and then dragged in the dust by dogs, and he said: ‘Is 
this the reward which God has appointed unto the faithful on earth ? . Is this 
the guerdon in store for the righteous ?’’ We discern here the exact process 
which led the Gnostics to their strange conclusions. The prevalence of evil, the 
unmerited suffering of the righteous induced him to assume the existence of a 
Demiurge, who was powerless to oppose it. This is indicated in words, which 

are certainly enigmatical at first sight, but which become clear when interpreted 
y reference to the doctrine of the Guostics. 

The Lecturer then explained the passage in Chagiga, p. 16, where it is 
stated that Elisha adopted the belicf in myyenoenw, two distinct Powers, and 
Where the angel, who was “inscribing the merits of Israel,” in all probability 
represents the Demiurge of the Gnostics. It is further stated of him that he 
was one of the four who entered the pw75. This word Paradise denotes the 
depth of the Theosophic speculations into which he entered. That this is the 
Case can be proved from-various facts. Philo identifies Eden with Thecsophy 
the direct knowledge of God, to be obtained by extraordinary illumination. 
H "Ede THS TOV Ocdv aodias. The Gnostic, Clement of Alexandria, says that 
Gnosis, the superior knowledge, is 6 6 rvevparixds, the Spiritual 
Paradise, So that there can be no question that this poetic term, the entrance 
into Paradise, signifies the contemplation of higher wisdom. The term is 
Similarly interpreted by Maimonides and Maharsho, | | 
ei: We are told that Rabbi Akiba entered in peace and came out in peace, but 


isha uprooted the plant, é.e., his gnostic speculations led him to Antinomianism, 


to ihe belief that, possessing the higher knowledge, he might throw off from 


himself the ceremonial and moral law of Judaism. He now began to abandon 
himself to a whirl of dissipation. Greek songs, so repugnant to the earnestness 
and purity of Jewish life, never ceased to flow from his lips. Nay, we find him 
acting exactly in accordance with the practice inculcated by certain of the 
gnostic sects, “133 AYN MIN Wy pes. It cannot be a matter of surprise to us 
that, in consequence of this, Elisha became an object of horror to the rest of the 
Jewish people, who have regarded purity of life as the proudest badge of their 
nationality, and that henceforth he was not called by his name, but Thy, literally 
Another. I am aware that our learned friend, the Rev. Mr. Green, has 
endeavoured to show that the name fy is derived from a root IHX, to struggle 
violently, and signifies the daring impetuous scholar. But I venture still 
to hold to the traditional interpretation of the name, and for these reasons 
among others. Every student of Gemara must be familiar with the fact that 
the term 44 735 is applied to things which our teachers were loth to name— 
—it is applied to swine, to leprosy, and frequently to idolatry. It is in entire 
accord with this practice that when Elisha lapsed into apostasy be was no longer 
called by his real name, but 34s, “ another ’—39 WNN—is said of him: he has 
become another man ; he is no longer the studious, devout, law-abiding Jew. 
Various stories are told of him to illustrate the extremes to which he carried 
his apostasy. At the time of the persecutions of the Emperor Hadrian, the Jews 
were not allowed to practise the sacred ordinances of theirfaith. In consequence 
of this, they had recourse to various expedients, so as not to break the divine 
Law and at the same time not to become amenable to punishment at the hands 
of the Roman governor. And Acher went so far as to devounce those practices 
and to turn common informer. When he passed a school and saw the children 
sitting at the feet of their master seduluvsly engaged in learning the language 
and meaning of Holy Scripture, he rudely interrupted, and said: “ All this is 
useless ; teach them a trade—tailoring or carpentering—instead of pérmitting 


‘them to waste theirtimethus,’’ In consequence of these actions his old associates 


shunned him and looked upon him as an utter outcast. There was but one man 
who would not entirely separate from him—Rabbi Meir,a former disciple, equally 
renowned for his learning, his high character and gentle temperament. Rabbi 
Meir had not lost all hope in him. When reproached for continuing his inter- 
course with this arch-heretic, he replied mildly : “1 have found a pomegranate; 
[I eat that which is nutritious, and cast aside the useless shell.” Ido not know 
of any episode in the Talmud more touching than the description of this inter- 
course between the pious disciple and the apostate master. But it was not the 
restless search for knowledge only that impelled Rabbi Meir to his side, but an 
ardent “ hoping even against hope” that he would yet succeed in bringing him 
beck'to religious faith and religious practice.. Some of these conversations have 
been preserved. There isevidence to prove that now Acher bas grown oli, With 
increasing years and experience, the hostility to his race which once had 
animated him has died out; the love of his people revives within him, but he 
has not yet. become an observant Israelite. One Sabbath day they meet. Acher 
inquires of him the subject of his discourse, and Rabbi Meir tells him how he 
had explained his text, ‘ Better isthe end of athing than the beginning thereof.” 
Acher, however, dissents from his interpretation, and says: “ Not so did m 

teaclier Akiba explain this passage, but thus: ‘Of him that has Jearned the Torah 
in his youth aud forgotten it, and then resumes his studies in old age and retains 


them, of him it may be said that his end is better than his beginning.’” “ Oh,” 


‘said Rabbi Meir, “ may this interpretation be realized in thee.” 

On another occasion they were discussing the signification of the verse in Job 
xxviii. 17. ‘The gold and the crystal cannot equal it : and the exchange of it shall 
not be for jewels and fine gold.” “ This is said,’ eaid R. Meir, “ of the words of the 
Law, which it is difficult to make our own, even as is the purchase of vessels of 
gold and of jewels, but whick are lost as easily as frail cups of crystal are 
broken.” Said Acher unto him : “‘ my teacher, R. Akiba, did not thus interpret 
this verse. He applied the words to scholars of the Lew. Even as vessels of 
gold and of crystal, though they be broken, can still be made whole, thus is it 
with one who is versed in the Law ; though he has sinned, there is yet hope for 
his return.” “Ob,” rejoined R. Meir, “ Master, do thou also return !” 

One day, it was the Sabbath day, Elisha rode on horseback through the 
streets of Tiberias. Ile passed the college where R. Meir was expounding the 
Word of God to his disciples, ‘ Behold your former master,” they exclaimed. 
“ How wantonly he desecrates the holy day.” R. Meir steps forth, and to their 
wonderment, accompanies him and discourses with him on sacred things. Sud- 
denly, Elisha interrupts and bids him stay, saying, “I reckon from the paces of 
my horse’s feet that thou bast reached the lisait which it is allowed to journey 
on the Sabbath—2,000 cubits beyond the preeincts of the city. Refrain then 
from going further with me.” Then halted R. Meir, and looking in the face of 
his old master, said: “So great is the wisdom thou possessest, wilt thou not 
retrace the way thou hast trol; why should’st thou roam an exile from thy 
faith—from thy true home, Turn, ob, turn again.” ‘ [ cannot,” answered with 
a spasm of pain the apostate Acher: “It is too late. One day—it was the 


Kipur and the Sabbath—I was riding by the wall where erst the Holy of Holies 


stood, and I heard a Lath-Kol—a voiee from Heaven—crying, ‘ Return ye back- 
sliding children, but abide thou Acher in thy sin, for thou knowing me didst 
rebel egainst me.’” Then said R. Meir. isthe school, come with me and 
hear the pupils repeat their lessons of the day.” Acher leapt from the 
saddle, and stood at the school door. R. Meir said to the eldest, “ Recite the 
lesson thou have learnt this day.” Said the lad: “ There is no peace, says 
the Lord, to the wicked.” He went to a second and he recited his verse : “ For 
though thou wash thee with pnitre and take thee much soap, yet thine iniquity is 
marked before me says the Lord God.” ‘They addressed a third, who said (Jer. 
iv. 30): “ And when thou art spoiled what wilt thou do ; though thou clothest 
thyself with crimson, though thou deckest thee with ornaments of gold, though 
thou rentest thy face with painting, in vain shalt thou make thyself fair.” And 
thus in succession each pupil recited his verse that breathed no hope until they 
cane to the last, who quoted the verse, “ But unto the wicked, says God, why dost 
thou declare my law’ (Ps. L. 16). The boy happened to be a stammerer, and 
instead of pens, “and to the wicked,” Acher thought he mentioned his own 
name! Yurox>, “and to Elisha.” He was so enraged that he cried “If I had a 
knife, I would stab this lad.” | 

And it came to pass after many days that Elisha fell sick, and they came 
and told R. Meir, saying, “ Behold, thy master is sick, even unto death.” And 
the faithful pupil rose up and went to visit him ; and he found him laid low on 
tne bed of languishing, and as he perceived that his end was near, R. Meir con- 
jured his master that he should turn to God in sincere penitence. And Elisha 
asked him “ thinkest thou that it is possible for me to return ? Thinkeet thou that 
I shall be accepted graciously even in the hour of death?” “ Yes,” said the 
Rabbi in gentle tones, “ for the Psalmist has told us (Pe. xc. 3), ‘Thou turnest 
man to destruction, and sayest return ye children of man,’ Even at the moment 
of dissolution the penitent is accepted by God.”” And when these words sank 
on Acher’s ears, the tears gushed forth, and weeping he breathed his last. And 


R. Meir rejoiced in his heart and said, ‘ It seemeth urto me that my master has — 


departed from earth repentant.” | 
The episode that follows sounds weird and legendary, yet I will not with 
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hold it from you, as 1 am sure you will at oncediscern, Der dunkelen Rede weiser 
Sinn, “The wise purpose of the dark speech.’’ When Elisha had been consigned 
to his grave, columns of smoke were seen to ascend from it. And it was told 
unto R. Meir, “Behold, thy master's grave is consumed by fire.” The noble 
disciple hastens forth and spreads his mantle upon it, and quotes the verse from 
Scripture: “Tarry this night, and it shall be in the morning, then will I do the 
part of a kinsman to thee: as the Lord liveth lie down until the morning.” For 
thus he upplied these words. “Our life here on earth is like dark night, and 
while I live, thou mayest have to suffer the torment of Gehenna. And when the 
morning comes that leads me to the life of the world to come, then will the 
hour of redemption have come also for thee, for surely the Lord will not suffer 
that the disciple shall dwell in Eden, and that the master who taught him should 
suffer pangs and torture.” ... And when he had spoken thus the fire was 
quenched and the smoke was no longer seen. And when the question was asked, 
“Should not this man suffer in Eternity for the evil he wrought in life,” the 
answer was given in the familiar words of the Mishna, "55" Dy IDF PN “ryt. 
Even as on the sacred Sabbath day the worthless case of the Scroll of the Law 
may be raved from the fire, thus was Elisha saved from enduring torment for 
the sake of the knowledge and piety that had been his in happier days. 


It is further related that the daughter of Elisha sank into abject poverty. 
She came to R. Jehuda the Patriarch, asking him for alms, and he at first 
wanted to thrust her off, saying: “Is it not written with respect to so vile an 
apostate (IPs. cix. 12), ‘Let there be noue to extend mercy unto them: neither 
let there be any to favour his fatherless children.’” But she said: “ Remember 
his learning and do not call to mind his actions.” Then the Rabbi wept, and 
gg that she should be provided for as beseemed a daughter of a teacher in 

sracl, 


How often do we hear denunciations levelled against the narrowness of 
_ spirit and intolerance which characterize the Talmud, The apologues which 
I have translated literatim et verbatim should suflice to disprove this charge. 
The Rabbins did not regard even this death-bed 1epentance as worthless, 
and were of opinion that this entitled him to be classed even among those 
venerated teachers who had been firm in their piety throughout life. Hence 
it is that we meet with Elisha’s Halachic decisions in the Talmud. For 
example, the Halacha concerning mourning, quoted in 3}, p. 20. Hence it is, 
also, that his maxim has been preserved in the Pirke Aboth, ch. 4, § 20: “ That 
which is learnt in childhood may be compared to writing inscribed upon clear 

archment ; when knowledge is imparted in old age it is like that which is 
inscribed upon soiled and blotted paper.” From his other apothegms, which are 
preserved in the Aboth de R. Nathan, ch. 21, we may surmise that this dictum 
was selected because it throws light upon the bitter experience of his life. Had 
his mind whilst it was yet a talularasa, a blank tablet open to every impression, 
had it then been filled with reverence for religion; had Faith becn allowed to 
strike deep roots in his heart all the dounts that assailed him later on would 
have glided off from the triple armour of his belief. He might have entered in 
peace the “ Pardes,” the tempting field of metaphysical enquiry, and quitted it in 

ace, as did his master R. Akiba. But wavering as he was in his faith, his 

ld, irreverential enquiries led him to infidelity, and from infidelity he was ° 
drawn to immorality. He may thus be termed not inaptly the “ Fau:t” of the 
Talmud. You may be aware that Dr. Letteris bas translated this master- 
piece of Goethe into Hebrew, and named the drama “ Elisha ben Abnuya,”’ for 
there is a remarkable parallelism between the two careers. And although I 
cannot share Dr. Neubauer'’s enthusiastic appreciation of Dr. Letteris’ drama, 
who says in-his Paper on Recent Hebrew Literature, that in some instances the 
Hebrew version excels its great German original, yet there is no question that 
the work betokens much ingenuity and poetic power. 


I sincerely trust I am not detaining you too long, but I must still 
tax your patience for a few moments while I point out to you how 
unfounded is the assertion made by Canon Farrar, in his article A Talmudic 
Cryptograph and some of the Rabbis,’ which appears in the E-epositor 
of January last. He says “That much that is narrated of Acher is 
an oblique polemic against Christianity.” He quotes an opinion, which, 
however, he informs me in a letter he regards as baseless, that his name is one 
of the secret appellations under which the Talmudists hid their allusion to 
Christ; namely, that Elisha ben Abuja signifies “God the Saviour, Son of the 
Father,” and in support of his view he cites the allusion to the MMV “Nw, and 
he likewise quotes the statement in the Talmud Jerushalmi, that before his birth 
his mother passed an idol, and partook of the offering placed before it. This 
ido! Canon Farrar would wish to identify with a Christian place of worship, 
and his offering with the so-called Lord’s Supper. I hope I have proved to 
you in the course of my Paper that this supposition is groundless. The 
MMe NY cannot refer to the Trinity but to the two principles of Gnosticism; and 
the peculiar form of heresy into which Elisha fell were the monstrous and im-_ 
moral dogmas taught by the Gnostic sects. 


I have come here to-day as a humble votary of literature, and_ it 
would hardly be fair to take advantage of this opportunity and make 
my Paper an occasion for a homily. Yet I cannot part from you without 
endeavouring to point out one leading counsel which I think the career of Acher 
may give usall. The present age is one which partakes of many characteristic. 
that marked Elisha ben Abujah's. It is a critical age, delighting in freedom of 
thought, in attacking with ureparing audacity what has hitherto been held. 
sacred. And it does not admit of a question, that however different the premises 
of the popular philosophy of our own time may be from Gnosticism, there'is one 
phase of it which logically leads to precisely the same conclusion.. The trans- 
cendental metaphysics of the Gnostic philosophy and the grovelling materialism 
of our own day join hands togetler in subjecting man’s action to a natural 
necessity and in declaring that he is a slave of the circumstances in which he is 
placed. As, by the Gnostic of old, man was merged in the intelligible universe, 
so by modern science, falsely so-called, man is merged in the visible universe : 
his actions or volitions are moral effects which follow their moral causes, as 
certainly and invariably as physical effects follow their physical causes. Under 
this assumption the distinction between moral evil and physical entirely 
vavishes. _ The consciousness of freedom is a delusion, the consciousness of sin 
is a delusion, the personality of man disappears under the all-absorbing vortex 
of matter and its laws. 

The lesson, then, I would ask you to draw from the life of Elisha is not to 
suspect Science, not to abstain from entering the wide and tempting field of 
metaphysics, but to cultivate reverence and humility, faith and love, to remember 
the wise counsel given by R. Akiba, probably in reference to these Gnostic 
speculations or as the Greek philsopher termed it 
GAAG mpagis. Not knowledge, but action is the principal thing. Do not permit 
intellectual doubt and difficulties to lead you into mazy speculations, which end 
in confusion and darkness, but cling with unshaken confidence to the teachings 
of True Science, to your belief in God, the binding force of religion, and the 
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— 


Sermons and Allocutions addreesed to the Israelitish youth. By Zapoc Kauyx 
Chief Rabbi of Paris. (Paris, L. Blum, Rue des Rosieres, 112 
In the brief preface to this small volume, we are informed by the author

We have purposely reproduced this passage which contains the opinion of 
the Chief Rabbi of Paris, on a ceremony which, it is reported, is markedly dis. 
countenanced by the Chief Rabbi of London. Should the community of London 
really be in a position to dispense with a solemnity which no meaner authority 
than the orthodox Chief Rabbi of Paris calls “ one of the happiest innovations 
of our time ?” When doctors so greatly differ who shall decide? Thus much, 
however, we may say that Rabbi Kahn has turned to an excellent account the 
golden opport»nity offered him on these solemn occasions to implant in the 
receptive hearts of his youthful hearers sound moral precepts, and to impress 
them with profound attachment to their God and their people. The rabbi’s rare 
eloquence, splendid diction, simplicity of language and lucidity of expression, 
shine forth in these discourses to great advantoge. Nor are the ideas conveyed 
unworthy of the attractive garments in which they are clothed. Adults will be 
as much edified by these addresses as the young, and may derive just as much 
information from the #iscourses, for the preacher has the gift of making 
himself understood by children, without descending so far as to make his 
language inappropriate for grown-up persons. 

These discourses are quite an acquisition to the homiletic literature of the 
synagogue, and will no doubt meet with the friendly reception which. they so 
well deserve.
